An  Act  to  provide  for  the  more  speedy  trial  and  more  effective  punishment 
of  certain  offences. 

2[Whereas  it  is  expedient  in  the  public  interest  to  provide  for  the 
speedy  trial  of  the  offences  specified  in  the  Schedule;] 

It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows: — 

1,  This  Act  may  be  cal  led  the  WesiBengai  Criminal  Law  Amendment 
(Special  Courts)  Act,  1949. 

(1)  The  Slate  Government  may,  by  notification  in  the  Official 
Gazette \ constitute  as  many  Special  Courts  as  may  be  necessary  for  such 
area  or  areas,  as  may  be  specified  in  the  notification. 

(2)  The  State  Government  shall  appoint,  as  a Judge  to  preside  over  a 
Special  Court,  any  person  y/ho — 

(a)  is  or  has  been,  or  is  qualified  under  clause  (2)  of  article  217 
of  the  Constitution  of  India  for  appointment,  as  a Judge  of  a 
High  Court,  or 

(b)  has,  for  a period  of  not  less  than  one  year,  been  a Sessions 
Judge  or  an  Additional  Sessions  Judge.
